winter wheat that is grown in the 
majority of States. Of the spring 
wheats, however, Marquis is the first 
m popularity anl leals all the spring 
wheats by about 8 per cent of the 
total wheat area of the States. In 
1919 some twelve million acres of Mar 
quis wheat were grown in the United 
States. 

The Experimental Farms, always 
keeping in mind their objective of an 
early, high yielding wheat of good 
milling qualities, have been able ot 
introduce other wheats of less com¬ 
mercial value but still of utmost im¬ 
portance for certain districts. Among 
these other wheats should be noted 
Ruby, Prelude and Huron. Ruby 
wheat is a wheat which ripens about 
eight to ten days earlier than Mar¬ 
quis and is, therefore suitable in dis¬ 
tricts where Marquis, in trie average 
ytar, is a little too late. Ruby, how¬ 
ever, is not as high yielding or of as 
good milling quality as Marquis, and 
should, therefore, only be grown 
in districts where Marquis is not a 
sure crop. The Prelude wheat is an 
extremely early whhat, suitable only 
fir districts where the season is very 
short. Prelude will ripen about 14 
days earlier than Marquis or four to 
eight days earlier than Ruby. 

The above wheats are most adapt 
ed to western conditions, but it lias 
been found that thev give excellent 
lesults under eastern Canadian con¬ 
ditions, tspeeially if grown in some¬ 
what heavier soils. The cereal Div¬ 
ision. when considering its wheat 
work, has always kept in mind that 
Huron wheat was introduced for use 
i n Eastern Canada on the lighter 
soils. Huron is a bearded Wheat 
which gives good results on the 
met with in Eastern Canada. 

The introduction of the above 
wheats has financially meant a great 
deal to Canada. It has been com¬ 
puted by various persons that Mar- 
wealth of Canada som,e $20,000,000 
per annum,.

Winter Housing Of Swine 


Harvesting Without 

Twine Or Stocking 


Council Of Agriculture 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The Canadian Council of Agricul¬ 
ture, which, meets in Winnipeg oa 
November 14, will discuss regulations 
governing the landing of Canadian 
store and fat cattle in Great Britain. 


During the. Alberta harvest, mem¬ 
bers and officials of the provincial 
government, headed by Hon. George 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, wit¬ 
nessed machinery in Operation which 
harvests without binder twine' or 
stooking. The exhibition took place 
on the farm of J. H. Hauser, of Kil- 
iam, the inventor. Mr. Hauser uses 
an ordinary push binder with a 12- 
fooi swath, cutting to a five- or six- 
inch stubble and laying the grain in 
winrows on this stubble. An exten¬ 
sion attachment to the machine is 
dropped on the second round of the 
field to the level of the machine table 
thus running the grain from the sec¬ 
ond found out 24 feet, laying it on 
top of the first winrow. The grain 
dries perfectly by lying on top of 
the stubble. In threshing, Mr. Hau¬ 
ser has been using a loader with an 
elevator which runs along under the 
winrow and lifts the grain into the 
loader. By a patent arrangement the 
graL is unloaded from the loader at 
the separator in neat stacks. Mr. 
Hauser’s plan is to perfect a com¬ 
bination of the loader and thresher. 
.So interested is the government in 
Mr. Hauser’s efforts to perfect his 
ideas and solve to a great extent the 
problem of harvest labor, that it is 
considering steps to assist him! and 
to procure the full benifit of his oper- 
aions for he farms of Alberta. 


In the prairie provinces consider¬ 
able care in the housing of swine is 
usually necessary during the winter 
to prevent them from becoming stiff. 
This condition seldom becomes so 
serious that the pig cannot stand and 
in such rases it is seldom possible to 
save the animal. Perhaps the least 
care is required when a small num¬ 
ber of pigs are sleeping at a straw- 
pile. In guarding against the stiff¬ 
ening condition it is well to keep in 
mind the conditions found at the 
straw pile, namely a dry comfortable 
bed afforded by abundance of bed¬ 
ding, plenty of ventilation, shelter 
from the wind and a reasonable 
of exercise. If more than eight or 
ten pigs are together, they often pile 
up during cold weather, and those 
underneath become too warm and 
damp with steam, then when coming 
out to feed, suffer from the cold. 

A great deal of money has been 
lost in feeding pigs for market dur¬ 
ing the winter months and the hous¬ 
ing conditions are often responsible 
for the poor gains. At the Dominion 
Experimental Station at Scott, Sask.,

ter use, the "A’ shape cabin, having 
no floor, is reported by good author¬ 
ities to be. more satisfactory. The 
straw shed which is made by piling 
straw over a frame work of woven 
wire or poles is perhaps the best of 
all as well as the cheapest. The 
straw should be replenished each 
year. This is the method employed 
in housing the breeding stock at 
Scott. The sheds are usually appro¬ 
ximately a .hundred yards from the 
eed trough in order that exercise will 
be provided by coming to and , from 
the shed. It is well to have the shed 
large enough to feed Inside during the 
very cold weather. During such time 
some exercise may be afforded by 
scattering some sheaf oats in the 
shed occasionally. One sheaf to five 
or six pigs Is sufficient at one time. 

Early spring pigs are often the most 
profitable but when coming durin'g 
hebruany or March a heated place for 
farrowing is usually necessary fort 
best results. At Scott, a small stove 
Is used in a room large enough fir 
three farrowing pens and the stove. 
When the pigs are about two days 
old they can stand considerable cold 
weather and are moved to an outside 
shed or cabin to make room for other 
litters in the warf room. On the av¬ 
erage farm a granary could be used 
for a farrowing room. The tempera¬ 
ture should only be high enough to 
take the chill from the air, otherwise, 
the change when moving outside may 
be too great. This plan has been fol¬ 
lowed for sometime at Scott station 
with good results.

servants, handed down a tradition 
that their master started his fortune 
in piracy. 

Be this as it may, up to the middle 
of the last century his descendants did 
not deny that much of his money had 
been made in the slave trade. In his 
old age his conscience troubled him, 
and those who were nearest him said 
that he desired to make some repara 
tion for his misdeeds. He had a statue 
of himself made of bronze and set it 
up on a pedestal in a bay window of 
his libarary. The left hand rests on an 
anchor, and the right hold a sextant 
not a mock sextant a real one,, though 
not of brass, but of the same material 
as the statue. He left orders that no 
headstone should mark his grave, and 
it was supposed that he intended the 
statue as a substitute for one. At any 
rate, no one now knows where he is 
buried. 

Different generations of his descend¬ 
ants discussed the statue and wonder- 
eel at the whim which led their progen 
itor to erect it. One thing about it ex¬ 
cited special attention. Every morn¬ 
ing the sun, shining in upon it, strikes 
the eyepiece of the sextant and, pass¬ 
ing through the tube, casts a solar 
image on the opposite wall. The track 
of this round spot of light changes 
with the season, traversing a slightly 
different path each day.

eternal chain), and it suggested anoth¬ 
er idea—viz. Might not there be a con¬ 
nection between the sun spot and the 
date of birth on the statue? 

Colonel Granville sprang from his 
chair. He was confident that he had 
made an important discovery. What 
that discovery would lead to was an¬ 
other matter. He had little expecta¬ 
tion that it would work out his first 
conceptions which had come from the 
letter he had read, but he hoped it 
might solve the mystery of the statue 
and the date inscribed upon it. He 
was not long in inferring that on the 
day, hour and minute recorded on the 
statue the sun spot would rest on a 
part of the wall which would give 
some information or injunction intend¬ 
ed by the man who had erected the 
statue.

After the 
war he returned to his plantation and 
began to run it anew under the system 
that had been born during the struggle. 

A few papers that had belonged to 
the original Granville were handed 
down through his descendants. They 
had, been preserved time and again Iry 
different persons, but appeared to con¬ 
tain nothing to throw any light on the 
puzzles connected with the writer or 
receiver. One day Colonel Granville 
while amusing himself with these doc¬ 
uments, read a letter from the founder 
of his house to a clerkman, in which 
the former said that he would like to 
leave at his death a fund for the bene¬ 
fit of the negro race in America, but 
the time would not come for perhaps 
one or two centuries when such a be¬ 
quest could be utilized.

ing of the statement. “The time would 
not come for perhaps one or two 
centuries,” was plain to him. Mor 
than one century had passed andj 
brought the changed conditions. This 
led Colonel Granville, who was eager 
to help the negro, now that he had be¬ 
come a freeman, onward and upward 
to think of the benefits that would ac¬ 
crue from such a bequest as was men¬ 
tioned in the letter.

The birds, are confined to slated 
crates about six feet long-, eighteen 
inches wide and eighteen inches high. 
They are usually divided into three 
f-nmpartments. each one holding three 
or four birds. This latter will depend 
on the size of the birds. The size of 
the whole crate may be modified to 
suit conditions. The fattening should 
lie done in as warm a place as is 
available. For convenience in clean¬ 
ing it is well to have the crates raised 
from the ground about three feet. 

Before placing the birds in the 
crates each individual bird should be 
thoroughly dusted with a good louse 
powder. It might be well to state at 
this point that it is only profitable 
to feed cockerels which are healthy. 

The question of feed is an import¬ 
ant one, However it is not necessary 
to buy expensive prepored feeds. The 
grains which are grown on the farm 
will be found very satisfactory. One 
of the best oats, ground very fine. 
Some ground wheat or barley might 
also be added with giod results. The 
ground grain khould be mixed to a 
fairly thin paste with milk or butter¬ 
milk. if these are not available wat¬ 
er could be used but the results will 
nit lie so good. The rate of gain and 
the quality of fleshing will be affect¬ 
ed . 

Feeding should be dine twice a day 
at regular times. For the amount, of 
fed a good rule to follow is this. 
Place the feed in the trough and al- 

I 

low the birds to eat for twenty min- 
utrs. At the end if this time remove 
trie trough. Overfeeding is dangerous 
and results in loss of apatite and con- 
inn! loss of weight. it will not be 
nooessay to water te birds if the feed 
is right. 

The period of feeding will be from 
sixteen to twenty days, deending 
largely on the birds themselves. 

The cockerels shold be starved for 
a lay before killing. Sticking through 
Pie mouth and dry plucking is the 
approved method of handling before 
marketing.
